Department heads include Henry Allen 
as Program Manager; Harvey J. Aderhold, Chief Engi- 
neer; Crenshaw Bonner, Sales Manager; Doty, News Di- 
rector, and Miss Virginia Wells, Director of Women’s Pro- 
gram Activities, who will conduct a 15-minute daily pro- 
gram at 2 p. m. 

WCON'’s telephone number is LAmar 4545. The station 
tunes at 55 on your radio dial. 


Classical Music Box, prepared in co-operation with the 
Parent-Teacher Association and the Atlanta Public School 
System. This feature will be carried into a great many 
schoolrooms a$S a music appreciation program which can 
be heard by both children at school and parents at home 
and discussed by them later. 

The WCON news service will include full coverage 
of news of Georgia and the South in all news programs, 
together with news of national and international events 
from the leased wires of The Associated Press and United 
Press.

In order to 
bring listeners the very latest news at the beginning of 
each day, editors and announcers will begin their work 
at 4:30 a. m., in preparation for the 6 a. m. opening broad- 
cast. Others will be on the job until the midnight sign-off. 

Carpenter said WCON’s entrv into the Atlanta broad- 
casting field “has been enthusiastically received by the 
commercial life of the community as a primary advertis- 
ing medium.” A considerable number of Atlanta firms 
have contracted for programs, he said, with many to com-

Precisely at 6 a.m. Monday, The Atlanta Constitution’s 
brand-new Radio Station WCON will go on the air for the 
first time to begin beaming programs of news, entertain- 
ment and information 18 hours daily to listeners in the 
Southland’s Empire State. 

The long months of planning and hard work in prepa- 
ration for that momentous hour ‘are almost. over. And 
when an announcer steps to the microphone for the 
first five-minute newscast, the WCON staff will realize 
a long-felt ambition to provide a fine regional broadcasting 
service to the people of Atlanta and Georgia. 

. Affiliated with the American Broadcasting Company, 
the new 5,000-watt station will broadcast over a frequency 
of 550 kilocycles—-55 on your dial. And in addition to bring- 
ing topflight ABC programs to Georgia listeners, WCON 
will provide locaf#ly prepared programs of local and State- 
wide interest. 

Within its range will be 75 percent of the people of 
Georgia-and an even greater percentage of the State's 
area. 

Commenting on the ABC affiliation, David Carpenter, 


general manager of WCON, said the station would carry 
that network’s great entertainment programs, such as 
Don MeNeill’s Breakfast Club, the Metropolitan Opera on 
Saturday afternoons, Bing Crosby, Abbott and Costello, 
Henry Morgan, Lionel Barrymore, Breakfast in ‘ Holly- 
wood with Tom Breneman and many others. 

ABC topped all four af the major networks recently 
when the second annual Radio Awards of the American 
Schools and Colleges’ Association were*announced. Tying 
with NBC in winning three first-place awards, ABC led 
them all in second place awards with four against NBC’s 
one. 
WCON’s local personalities will include Lockwood Doty 
as director of news, Ben Gunn as news editor and Bill 
Hickok and Don Mitchell, “disc jockeys.” 

General Manager Crrpenter said the station would de- 
velop many ABC and local programs in the public inter- 
est. These will include an outstanding farm-service pro- 
gram, Sunday morning church services under the aus- 
pices of the Atlanta Christian Council, and the Ameri- 
can Town Meeting of the Air on Tuesday evenings.

The new device is a revolution- 
ary shock absorber. Eventually, 
it may also be applied to busses 
and passenger automobiles. 

Created for war use, the absorb- 
er was called a tank gun stabi- 
lizer. It was a Presidential Cita- 
tion for its inventor, Dr. Clinton 
R. Hanna. who also developed its 
first cousin, the railroad shock ab- 
sorber.

Red Cross Gives 
Yuletide Don'ts 

Look out—that Santa Claus 
beard and those Christmas tree 
lights are dangerous! 

That warning came Saturday 
from the Accident Prevention 
Service of the Atlanta Chapter, 
American Red Cross. In wishing 
Atlantans a merry—and safe— 
Yuletide, officials recalled that 
during Christmas week last year 
108 persons were hospitalized from 
home accidents here. 

Director Russell C. Nicholson 
issued the following fire preven- 
tion and gafety first Christmas 
rules: 

(1) Keep Christmas tree irom 
excessive dryness by having it. 
stand in water. Keep tree away 
from heat. Never allow tree to 
block a doorway and do not set 
~ up far in advance of Christmas 

ve. 

(2) Use only electric lights— 
not candles—on the, tree. Check 
all electrical fixtures as to condi- 
tion of wires, connections and 
bulbs. 

(3) Whiskers and Santa Claus 
suits afe often highly inflam- 
mable; do not mix them with 
cigars, pipes and cigarettes. Ama- 
teur Santas should avoid fire- 
places! 

(4) Do not start fires haphaz- 
erdiy with excelsior from gifts in 
a fireplace wreathed with ever- 
greens. Greens should not be 
mixed with candles and should be 
replaced when dry. Use suitable 
stepladders, not stools or chairs, 
to stand on when decorating the 
home. 

(5) Falls, most common of all 
Yuletide accidents, can be avoided 
if care is exercised to keep a path- 
way clear for household members 
and visitors through the maze of 
gifts, boxes and paper that litter 
holiday floors.

HOLY LAND: WAR OR PEACE 


By ROBERT N. COOL 


Some countries fight for inde- 
pendence; others fight afterward. 

Where two hostile communities 
live side by side, the departure of 
an occupying power usually re- 
sults in violence, for awhile any- 
way. Such was the case in India 
when the British, withdrawing, 
‘left Hindu and Moselem domin- 
ions at each 'other’s throats. 

Now Palestine, partitioned by 
the United Nations is undergoing 
a similar period of Arab-Jewish 
friction. Whether it will flare in- 
to full-scale warfare, or simmer 
down into more or less peaceable 
acceptance of the new. boundaries, 
is a question, The seven nations 
of the Arab League threatened a 
“holy war” if partition was car- 
ried out, and these surrounding 
‘countries have some 33,000,000 in- 
‘habitants against only 650,000 
‘Jews in Palestine. However, Jew- 
ish defense leaders haven’t accept- 
ed Arab threats at face value. 

More troublesome is the minori- 
ty question within the two new 
states, Jewish Palestine, with an 
area of 5,500 spuare miles, con- 
tains about 395,000 Arabs and 538,- 
000 Jews.

As was the case in India, the 
new boundries are intricate and 
don’t satisfy everybody. Blood al- 
ready has flowed in the Cities. 


Jewish Colonization 

The Jews have a broad and fer- 
tile coastal plain which. grows 
citrus fruit and resembles south- 
ern California. The Arabs get hill 
regions which have suffered badly 
from erosion since Biblical times 
when this was “the land of milk 
and honey.” The Jews also re- 
ceived most of the southern 
Negeb, an arid desert. 

However, the Jewish national 
homeland is receiving funds on a 
large scale from world Jewry, and 
accomplishments under the British 
mandate indicate that 


‘ . Lowdermilk, assistant 
chief of the U. S. Soil Conserva- 
tion Service of the Department of 
Agriculture, says: “The Jewish 
colonists in Palestine have done 
the finest work I have seen on 
four continents. In a country of 
feudalistic landlords and exploited 
peasantry they have accomplished 
ithe most successful colonization of 
‘modern times... .” 


Soil Erosion Control 


After a tour of the Holy Land, 
Lowdermilk said the Jewish agri- 
cultural settlements had controlled 
soil erosion on seven percent of 
the land of Palestine, “all they 
have been permitted to buy under 
the White Paper.” 

Removal of the restrictions laid 
down by Britain’s rules may great- 
ly increase the acreage under Jew- 
ish ownership.

You pull 
out on time, nonstop to 
Chattanooga, except for 
the fact that the dis- 
patcher gives you a 
couple of waits en route 
to let the “Flamingo” 
and the “Dixie Limited” 
pass. 

‘She gets to moving 
60 or a little better, but 
you have no sensation 
of speed. Beyond Chat- 
tanooga you'll be riding 
on the high-speed track; 
vet over 70 will seem 
like only 40. This Diesel 
engine slips over the 
rails with so little jolt, 
jar or sway. In their 
cushioned chairs, the 
engineer and fireman 
are about as comfort- 
able as the passengers 
back in the swank, 
comfort - conditioned 
coaches, 

“How does this com- 
pare with running a 
steam locomotive?” you 
ask Engineer Mayers, 
and he looks at you as 
if you haven't got good sense, 

“Now what do you think?” he asks back. 
“No dirt. No soot. No cinders. Smooth riding. 
Comfortable riding. A good, fast run. Now what 
do you think?” 

And you just nod your head. What he says 
is sensible indeed’ but you're trying to hide a trace 
of disappointment that this veteran engineer didn't 
say his old steam days, with all their grime ahd 
hardship, were the best days of all.

You're climbing through the Raccoon Moun- 
tain, tinged with Autumn coloring. Farther on 
you struggle up a stiff seven-mile grade in the 
Cumberland Mountains of Tennessee. The speed 
indicator needie drops slowly from 70 to 30. It’s 
a hard pull through narrow, rock-lined cuts. Then 
Cumberland Tunnel, and you're over the hump.

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Gov. Thompson Answers the Challenge 


Quickly and forthrightly Acting Gov. 
‘Thompson has answered The Constitu- 
tion’s challenge that he set forth, categori- 
cally and unequivocally, his proposals to 
remove the State Highway Department 
from politics. 


On Friday, it will be recalled, in an 
editorial, “Come, Gentlemen, Let’s Get 
Definite,” we noted the fact that both 
Thompson and his probable opponent, 
Herman Talmadge, had announced in<fa- 
vor of a constitutional highway board cal- 
culated to remove the State road-building 
program from political considerations. 


“Neither has yet set forth, in anything 
other than vague generalities, the type of 
operation he would sponsor or accept,” 
we observed, adding that, in our opinion, 
“the issue is of such importance that both 
are obligated to make public the actual 
blue-prints of a plan to which they are 
willing to stand committed.” 

Before the sun had set, the Acting 
Governor's proposals were in our hands. 
Reprinted in full on the opposite page, 
thev call for a 10-man Highway Board— 
one from each district—named for five- 
year staggered terms by the Governor 


from a list of three submitted by the 


‘ County Representatives in each district. 


The Board, whose members would have 
to be confirmed by the Senate, would be 
charged with electing a Director and set- 
ting the policies of the Department. 
Money would be made available to the 
Board as at present, by the General .As- 
sembly in biennial appropriations.

But at least the 
Acting Governor has submitted definite 
and concrete proposals out of the discus- 
sion of which much profit doubtlessly 
will come. 

We can only hope that Herman Tal- 
madge, who has been equally vigorous in 
his demands for the elimination of polli- 
tics from the Highway Department, short- 
ly will present as definite and constructive 
suggestions. } 

If so, we may at long last be getting 
some reali light on the genuine issues. 


Unfit for Consumption---Except in the South 


A Detroit packing house has been fined 
for violation of Michigan’s Pure Food Law. 

The company—which, ironically, bears 
the name Hygrade Food Products Corpor- 
ation—was putting up sausage containing 
what the State Department of Agricul- 
ture termed “the lowest quality of edible 
material we have ever inspected.” Listed 
among the contents were sheep tripe, beef 
cheeks and heart muscle, pork stomachs 
and beef gullet. meat. 

“Company officials contended the sau- 
sage, an admittedly inferior grade, had 
been manufactured for sale in Southern 
States where standards are lower,” ex- 
plained the Detroit News.

Across the State voices are being 
raised in protest over the Milk Control 
Board's policy of raising prices on the 
slightest excuse. 

Next week the Board holds hearings 
in Gainesville as a preliminary to granting 
a two-cents-a-quart increase in that area 
and The Gainesville Times, while realiz- 
ing that such hearings have beceme mere 
formalities, is urging milk consumers to 
appear in protest. 

“Our State Milk Control Board has 
the well-earned reputation of granting in- 
creases despite testimony showing the in- 
creases not to be warranted,” declares 
The Times in an editorial, “Who Wants 
Milk Increases?”, adding: “The Board has 
never denied a-petition for an increase in 
its bitter history. 

“At the time the Gainesville petition 
was filed with the Board,’ The Times 
continues, “the Board could set minimum 
prices only. There was no ceiling on milk 
prices. This means that any dairyman 
who wanted to increase his price could 
do so. without benefit of the Board. How-

What Price 
Is Great Enough? 


NURNBERG, Germany—(By Air Mail)—A 
man named Ernest Pohl is in the witness chair 
' at the Nurnberg courtroom. 
Looking at him, if you knew nothing of him, you would say, 
“Here is a simple, big fellow who is very much of a lout, but not 
capable of much in life.” 


In a way you would be right. 
He is a lout. He is gross and coarse. 


And’ so, under the Nazi rule, he achieved a high position. He 
was in Himmler’s “Circle of Friends,” a group which included 
some of the high officials of the I. G. Farben Corporation, a fact 
which is now embarrassing to them. They backed, with money and 
influence, a person called Hitler, as respectable banks and businesses 
in America often back a politician they know to be venal and cor- 
rupt,. because they know they can influence and, in a _ sense, 
control him. 

Ernest Pohl went to some of the weekly meetings of “The Circle 
of Friends.” Himmler was not always there, but he was careful, 
always, to have a list of those who were absent. They were dull 
meetings, consisting of a dinner and, afterward, a cigar and beer 
and talk. Since the talk all had to follow a pattern, and there 
could be no criticism, and everyone was careful to speak highly of 
Heinrich Himmler, the meetings were, no doubt, dull. Just as Pohl 
said they were. But, it is interesting to note the I. G. Farben boys 
were there. Every time. 


: Ernest Pohl talked well. He came to be the SS 
Evidence officer in charge of all the concentration camp 
labor—the slave labor persons. 

And so, of course, they are going to hang him. + 

He kntw all that went on. He knew the slave labor persons 
were not fed enough; were not clothed well, and were given very 
little medical attention. There were too many of them, for one 
thing. And, for another thing, the supply was seemingly endless. 


They kept coming. And so, the women were used for prostitu- 
tion or terribly abused in special drunken orgies. The men were 
made to do, in addition to work, all sorts of indignities for the 
amusement of the SS staff. And, when the lousy, starving, pitiful 
people were so reduced by hunger and the desperate desire to live 
that they would carry out the indignities and even betray one 
another, the sadistic, fat SS men came to have a contempt for 
them. They became, not people, or persons, but animals. 


So it was very easy to use them in any way they wished. They 
sent them to the gas chambers, calling it a shower. They care 
fully sent every person who reported sick and unable to work, to 
death. There was no reason to try and heal them. There were 
always more, caught in the net of conquest. 


All this Ernest Pohl knew. 


: He testified that the I. G. Farben people, the 
Experiments i; men who lived on the high hills, sent for 
quotas of prisoners to use in experiments. There were new vac- 
cines and new drugs to try. Often they didn’t work and all those 
who had been treated died of them. They soaked naked men and 
women in great tanks of ice water for 12 hours and then injected 
their unconscious bodies with pneumonia vaccines. None was suc 
cessful. They gave typhus and plague to others and then injected 
them with “cures.” It was significant that not a single Farben 
experiment in this field proved successful. Especially spectacular 
in failure were those supposed to protect against mustard gas. 

The smooth, suave I. G. Farben men sat there and heard Ernest 
Pohl with great distaste and some wriggling. 

He was mixed in some of his testimony. Languages are great 
barriers. And words mean one thing in one language and another 
thing in another tongue. 


But mainly he stuck to his story. 
M 9 You sat there wondering at him, and others like him, 
en! who could commit millions to sickness, starvation, cruelty, 
torture, indignity and death and not be moved by it. 
men. They had two legs, arms and a body and head. They talked, 
smiled, laughed, frowned, ate, drank, slept and walked.

An American Disgrace county jails to be found up and 
down and across this broad land. Written by the editor, James 
A. Tracy, it focuses a spotlight on conditions which are, as he says, 
a disgrace. Not in all county jails. There are some good ones. 
But too many are an insult to America. Especially when you 


.understand that the only crime committed by many jail inmates 


is the crime of poverty. Held because they couldn't provide the 
cash bond demanded by the court to assure, their later appearance. 


Worse than that, in Georgia many a man and woman accused 
of no crime at all, merely afflicted with mental disease, is locked 
up in the county jail, ofttimes for months, waiting until there is 
room to take them in at the State sanitarium at Milledgeville.

: Eighty percent of some 3,500 county jails 
Eighty Percent has been disapproved for use by Federal 
prisoners after inspection by the U. S. Bureau of Prisons’ Jail 
Inspection Service. Only one out of five considered decent enough 
for the incarceration of violators of Federal law. 

Of the unfit jails, they range all the way from those which 
simply lack some ronvenience or security, really more of a tech- 
nical than a genuine fault, to those which are insanitary, filthy, 
vermin-infested, rat-ridden, disgusting cages for unfortunate biped 
animals. 

Basically, as Editor Tracy points out, the blame for undesir- 
able jails and unjust laws must rest on the community itself. Such 
conditions could not continue were it not for the indifference of 
so-called “good citizens.” An aroused public opinion is the one 
force which can compel reform, always. 

More direct blame, however, attaches in many States to the 
laws which make it profitable for the sheriff or jailer to operate 
the jail as cheaply as possible. ® 

There will always be some who will starve helpless prisoners 
when they are paid a set sum, per head, for food. There will 
always be some who will neglect necessary repairs and cleaning 
when such repairs and cleaning must be paid for out of their 
own pocket. : 

I have chosen this article from the Fall issue of “The At- 
lantian,” because of its apparent importance. It is far past the 
time when America should have forced a nation-wide clean-up of 
bad county jails. Perhaps, if we keep hammertng on the subject, 
eventually something will be done. 

But there are many other well-written, intriguing articles in the 
magazine. 

You might learn something by reading it, if you can wangle 
a copy from Warden Sanford.

Georgia's Hospital 
Construction Director 


A girl wrote the hospital and said: “I have 
a problem. I am nearly two feet taller than 
my boy friend. Is there any operation I cam 
have to reduce my height?” 

That was one of the experiences of the director of the newly 
created Hospital Construction Division of the State Health De 
partment. John Ransom, who has served as hospital consultant 
for the Department, was named director of the new unit by the 
Health Board Thursday. He will administer the Federal-State 
local hospital construction program being planned for Georgia. 
Before coming to Georgia, Ransom served in the administration 
end of some outstanding hospitals of the nation, spending many 
years at Johns Hopkins. He is author of the section on hospitals 
in Encyclopedia Americana, 


pr, A hospital administrator has many interesting 
Experiences experiences, Ransom said in chatting with news- 
men. Besides the girl who wanted her height reduced, Ransom re 
called the pitiful plight of a young married couple who came te 
a large hospital in which he was working. 

“The young man and his wife had reached the end of their 
row,” said Ransom. “They had no funds, and they saw no way 
of earning a living. So they made this proposal to the hospital: 
If the hospital would provide them with funds to live high for 
two years and enjoy the pleasures of life, they would submit them- 
selves to any medical experiments the hospital wished to make 
on living humans for the rest of their lives.” 

Ransom said that one hospital received many offers from per- 
sons wishing to sell their bodies, after death, to the hospital. 

“They didn’t know that you cannot sell your body,” Ransom 
continued. “When you leave your body, it is no longer yours. It 
belongs to your nearest kin.” f
